VERO BEACH, Fla., May 13 — For 
most of the quarter-mile, Richard “Ba- 
sil” Sheets hobbled along. 

He was 20 and fit, having grown up 
in a small Kentucky town (West Liberty) 
hunting rabbits and squirrels with a .22- 
caliber rifle. Some his family ate. Some 
he sold. 

But now he was helping along a man 
who could barely walk after being shot 
in the stomach by German soldiers in 
northern Italy during World War II. The 
man was a friend that Sheets learned had 
been left behind. Of Sheets’ original in- 
fantry company of 160, only 12 were left 
in July 1945. 

“Everyone looked out for one an- 
other,” he said. “We were all real close 
together.” 

So the private first class went off 
alone for the rescue — going low and 




hiding to avoid fire from machine guns 
and snipers on the hill above. One bul- 
let knocked a canteen off his belt. 

For his successful rescue, he was 
given a certificate for the Bronze Star. 
But never got the medal. 



At the end of the war, Sheets just 
wanted to move on with his life and his 
new bride, the former Jean Barber. He 
became a mechanic in Fort Pierce. Now, 
he lives in Vero Beach. 

Last month, a box arrived from the 
Veterans Administration. It contained his 
Bronze Star medal, plus duplicates of his 
service ribbons and pins for honorable 
service, being in the European Theater 
and being an infantryman. 

“I done give up on it,” he said. 

His wife hadn’t. Last year, at the urg- 
ing of a church friend, Harvey Dobson, 
she submitted to the VA a request for the 
medal.

Complete 2006-crop 
DCP signup must be 
completed by June 1 

WASHINGTON — Farm Ser- 
vice Agency Administrator 
Teresa Lasseter this week re- 
minded agricultural producers 
that they have until June 1, 2006, 
to sign up for the 2006-crop Di- 
rect and Counter-cyclical Pay- 
ment Program (DCP). 

“I encourage farmers and 
growers to sign up for DCP by 
June 1 by visiting a USDA Farm 
Service Agency office or by us- 
ing the convenient online DCP 
service,” said Lasseter. 

“This program plays an impor- 
tant role in providing producers 
income support.” 

USDA will accept late-filed 
DCP applications through Sept. 
30, 2006, if accompanied by a 
$100 late fee. 

Producers will be unable to 
apply for 2006 DCP payments 
after Sept. 30, 2006. Sign-up for 
the 2006 DCP began Oct. 1 , 2005 . 

The 2002 Farm Bill requires 
that producers sign annual con- 
tracts through 2007 to participate 
in DCP. Producers may choose 
not to participate in DCP in any 
year. USDA has issued more than 
$28 billion in DCP payments to 
producers since the program be- 
gan in October 2002. 

More information on DCP is 
available at local FSA offices.

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‘Brain race’ on, high schools 
urged to change

Robert Sexton says U.S. stu- 
dents are in a “brain race” with 
those in countries such as China 
and India, and high schools here 
must improve to keep up. 

Sexton is executive director of 
the Prichard Committee for Aca- 
demic Excellence, a 23 -year-old 
nonprofit organization of volun- 
teer working to improve educa- 
tion in Kentucky. 

He spoke Tuesday to local 
business and education leaders at 
the monthly “Eggs ‘N Issues” 
breakfast, hosted by the Northern 
Kentucky Chamber of Commerce 
at Five Seasons Country Club. 

Sexton started focusing on 
changing high schools a couple 
years ago when he noticed state 
test scores and graduation rates 
were not improving. 

“High schools are pretty much 
the same as when my parents 
went to Holmes High School in 
the 1930s,” Sexton said. “We still 
have low expectations. Senior 
year is pretty much a wasteland.” 

Sexton said out of every 100 
high school freshmen in the state, 
only 65 graduate. Of those, 39 go 
on to college, wile only 15 earn 
degrees. 

He said senior year is gener- 
ally about athletics, prom and not 
taking hard courses because that 
is simply the way it has always 
been. 

“Those are all deep traditions 
in American culture,” Sexton 
said. 

Some of Sexton’s ideas for 



change include: 

• Establish end-of-course ex- 
ams to replace the current CATS 
assessments. 

• Create a teacher compensa- 
tion system that encourages and 
rewards good teaching. 

• Require a rigorous curricu- 
lum for students to be eligible for 
Kentucky Educational Excel- 
lence Scholarship money. 

Sexton said change must start 
within each school district when 
possible, and he complemented 
Kenton County schools for mak- 
ing major changes. 

Next year, each high school in 
Kenton will have a freshman 
academy. The following year, 
high schools in Kenton, Boone 
and Covington will break down 
into mini-academies where stu- 
dents will take courses geared 
toward a career interest. 

“It’s truly the schools that have 
to make the changes,” Kenton 
Deputy Superintendent Tim 
Hanner said. “Here’s the informa- 
tion, here are the facts, now what 
do we do to make our schools 
better and more relevant?” 

Hanner said compared with 
just a few years ago, he sees a lot 
of school across the state making 
the effort. 

“It’s being talked about and 
debated and that’s the most ex- 
citing part,” Hanner said. 

Sexton agreed. 

“There’s more movement on it 
now than ever,” Sexton said. “I 
think the international threat is 
getting through.”

Now their son, Robert Sheets, 
of Fort Pierce, is making a 
shadow box for displaying the 
awards. 

“Apparently they did their re- 
search,” Jean Sheets said. “They 
sent him everything.” 

His heroic action came weeks 
after he had first entered Italy as 
a foot soldier, arriving in a ship. 
This whole time there “is hard to 
explain,” he said. “Some times 
were mighty rough. Some was 
easy. 

“The biggest thing I went 
through, that scared me the most, 
was getting caught in our own ar- 
tillery barrage. They pelted us 
down.” But Sheets escaped. 

Then came the fight for the hill 
with German machine gunners 
holding the heights. When Ameri- 
can troops finally won, Sheets and 
the other soldiers headed down 
the other side and walked along a 
road. Suddenly, two German sol- 
diers in a jeep drove by them, 
headed to Germany. “Not a shot 
was fired,” he said. “I couldn’t 
believe it hardly.” 

To him the scene was surreal- 
istic. 

Eventually, Sheets ended up 
in Austria, where he was assigned 
to help supervise a prisoner of war 
camp. Then he was ordered to the 
Pacific, but the war ended. He 
stuck his war stories in the back 
of his mind. It wasn’t until a 
couple of years ago that some of 
his wartime buddies stopped by 
and his wife began to hear what 
happened. 

That led to her appealing to the 
VA. 

“My husband was thrilled by 
the results,” Jean Sheets said.

One day, I was politickin’ on 
Fannin Fork and I was a goin’ in 
just past the Crockett Post Office 
and I met Darrell Patrick a 
cornin’ out. He stopped and we 
talked a while and he told me 
every house he’d been to and 
he’d been to all of them.

Christine Gevedon gave a pro- 
gram on growing and showing iris 
to the Painted Hills Garden Club 
and their guest on Wednesday of 
last week.

In her introduction she pointed 
out that there are more than 300 
species of the iris and there is one 
for all climatic conditions or any 
location including wet swamps, 
hot, dry deserts, or snowy moun- 
tain slopes. 

She chose the tall bearded iris 
of which she has more than a hun- 
dred varieties. There has been 
more than 27,000 of this variety 
registered. In this group there are 
all colors and shapes. 

Before investing in this project 
there are several things to con- 
sider. A suitable location in im- 
portant. The starting up cost is 
expensive. Most good plants in 
rhizomes will cost from $3.00 to 
$50 each. But once they are es- 
tablished they will last for gen- 
erations. Caring for the plant is 
hard, dirty work. Choosing a good 
source is also important. 

Mrs. Gevedon gave some 
helps on how to select from the 
many places offering plants for 
sale and how to plant and how to 
care for them afterwards.

most garden plants. They have 
fewer diseases and pests and the 
treatment for these is simple. She 
gave some specific helps for 
these. 

Contrary to what most people 
think, the bloom season for iris 
can be four to five weeks. Hybrid- 
izers are at work on developing 
some that have longer blooming 
seasons. 

Scented ones are in great de- 
mand now. Some of these are be- 
ing developed now. 

The second part of the talk was 
on the use of the flower for flower 
arrangements. The real answer to 
this is to pick fresh bloomed flow- 
ers and arrange them quickly. 

She gave some suggestions on 
choosing the right container. A 
good choice for this might be to 
use baskets for the picnic table, 
rustic, pottery type for the deck 
or patio, and silver or glass for the 
dinner table. 

Mrs. Gevedon has been an Iris 
Club member for about 35 years, 
and she is now a member of the 
Blue Grass Iris Society and the 
American Iris Society. She has 
also been a Garden Club mem- 
ber for forty years, and has been 
granted life membership in the 
Garden Club of Kentucky, and is 
also a life member of the National 
Council of State Garden Clubs.

I began freshman classes at 
Morgan County High School in 
the fall of 1963. At last I had made 
the move from the white grade 
school building to the “big 
“WPA” building. I was in awe of 
the upper classmen who seemed 
so confident. I tried to blend into 
the crowd and not be noticed. 
Two events during the beginning 
of the year brought change to my 
life. After lunch on November 22 
I was walking around the balcony 
in the gym to my next class. 
Dillard Bailey stopped me and 
asked if I had heard about Presi- 
dent Kennedy being killed. I had 
not and was stunned like every- 
one else. All students and teach- 
ers gathered in the gymnasium 
and Mr. Anderson announced that 
the President had been assassi- 
nated in Texas. The usually noisy 
gym was very quiet and nearly 
motionless as the news was re- 
lated to us. No one had much to 
say as we had never experienced 
anything so drastic. I watched the 
unfolding events during the next 
few days on the evening news. I 
did not realize it at the time but 
that was to be the beginning of 
major change in our country and 
a loss of innocence for my gen- 
eration. Unknown to us, we 
would never return to the easy 
going way of life that we had 
known since childhood. 

Another happening in my life 
that brings many happy memories 
was meeting Ralph Paul Terry for 
the first time. He was a year ahead 
of me but I had several classes 
with him during the next three 
years. He was just the opposite of 
me, always laughing and playing 
jokes. I had never been around 
anyone that laughed that much. 
We had shop and mechanics 
classes together and became good 
friends. We both dreamed of hav- 
ing a nice car when old enough 
to drive. 

The rest of 1963 and the spring 
semester of 1964 were mostly 
uneventful. There was some news 
occasionally about American ad- 
visors being killed in a place 
called Vietnam. I had never heard 
of it and thought very little about 
it. A poll done in 1963 showed 
that I was among 63% of Ameri- 
cans that felt the same way. The 
first group of advisors (unofficial) 
had arrived in Vietnam in 1956 
to take over training South Viet- 
namese troops after the end of the 
French-Indo China War. By 1960 
there were 685 advisors and 
President Kennedy continued to 
up their presence until there were 

15,000 at the time of his death in 
1963. In March 1964, President 
Johnson committed 3,500 Ma- 
rines for security for the Ameri- 
can airbase at DaNang, South 
Vietnam. A shooting incident took 
place between North Vietnamese 
patrol boats and the destroyer 
USS Maddox in the Tonkin Gulf 
off North Vietnam in early Au- 
gust. Congress passed the Tonkin 
Gulf Resolution on August 7, giv- 
ing the President broad war pow- 
ers to retaliate and respond to any 
further aggression. 

Johnson said that “It is like 
grandma’s night shirt, it covers 
everything.” Air strikes were car- 
ried out against the patrol boat 
bases in North Vietnam. One U.S. 
pilot, Lt. JG Everett Alveraz Jr., 
was shot down and became the 
first and longest held (8 years) 
POW of the Vietnam War. By the 
end of 1964, 23,000 American 
military personnel were in the 
Republic of South Vietnam. 

During my sophomore year 
the evening news coverage about 
Vietnam became more frequent 
but there was still very little men- 
tion of it in school. Paul and I 
continued to talk about cars and 
girls as everyone else did. I think 
that he got a car near the last part 
of the school year. I longed for 
June of 1965 and my 16th birth- 
day to arrive and continued to 
dream of getting my license and 
hopefully a car. Sometime in the 
fall of 1964 my dad bought me a 
1955 Chevy body, an engine and 
transmission from Grassy Auto 
and said that I had to get it put 
together and running in time for 
my birthday next year. Paul and I 
spent several hours getting every- 
thing put together and it worked. 
It ran fairly good with only a 
small amount of blue oil smoke 
coming from it. I don’t think that 
I would have been prouder of a 
new car. 

The war news escalated more 
as the 1965 school year contin- 
ued but there was still very little 
discussion in class. We continued 
to take auto mechanic classes un- 
der Mr. Warren Peyton and could 
have learned more but were not 
very serious at times. He was pa- 
tient with us and always took time 
to explain things. I turned 16 in 
June, got my permit and tried for 
my license that fall (I was suc- 
cessful after two tries) and began 
driving my car. My parents had a 
Studebaker car at the time. On my 
first attempt to pass the driving 
test I was told to go down Col- 
lege Street by the old NYA build- 
ing. Paul and some other class- 
mates were standing out back of 
mechanics class on break. As I 
approached the stop sign to turn 
left Paul shouted “Chug chug 
Studebaker.” I became side 
tracked and turned left from the

right side the one way street. The 
State Trooper that was giving the 
test told me to return to the Court- 
house. He said that I had turned 
wrong and would need to try later. 
I was successful the second time 
and began driving. During the 
summer of 1965 I helped Jay 
Mike Burton measure tobacco 
crops part time. We encountered 
a lot of irate people when we told 
them that they had too much to- 
bacco and needed to destroy part 
of it. I think I let Jay Mike do most 
of the telling. I worked weekends 
at the Texaco Station on the cor- 
ner. Between the two jobs I man- 
aged to buy some decent used 
tires and other parts for my car. 
Paul worked part of that summer 
in Ohio helping his brothers, Greg 
and Randolph, in their tobacco. 
When he was around we spent a 
lot of the time being “shade tree” 
mechanics. He also had a 55 
Chevy in about the same condi- 
tion as mine. 

We had a good time working 
on them as it seemed that one or 
the other was always out of run- 
ning condition and we had to 
scrounge around for parts to keep 
them road worthy. We spent quiet 
a bit of time at his house or mine 
that summer and fall and did 
some of the “goofy” things that 
teenagers are prone to do. Most 
of the time at my house was spent 
in my dad’s garage planning and 
discussing the things we would 
like to do. We hoped that after 
mechanics classes we could open 
a repair service of our own and 
even had a name picked out for 
it, the P&T Repair Shop. As I 
could not drive alone that sum- 
mer I got in some practice driv- 
ing on my permit with Paul as my 
designated licensed driver. I re- 
member that he was fond of my 
mother’s fried chicken and 
cornbread. 

One day during the 1965-66 
school year we were all standing 
out back of Mr. Peyton’s mechan- 
ics class on break. A tobacco 
salesman stopped by and asked if 
we would like to have some 
chewing tobacco. We all accepted 
a package and stuffed some in our 
mouths and began chewing. Only 
a few were experienced in the art 
of “chawing.” The rest of us were 
not able to keep the amber liquid 
from going down our throats in- 
stead of artfully “spitting” it 
across the yard. I remember look- 
ing at Paul and thinking how 
green he looked. We all went back 
to class, most of us sick but to 
proud to admit it. Mr. Peyton soon 
figured out what had happened 
and had a good laugh about it. 

On one occasion, Larry Finch, 
Paul and I were working on 
Larry’s car at my house. We tried 
and tried to get it running but re- 
gardless of what we did nothing 
worked. We had just about given 
up when Paul had an idea. He 
thought that the engine was out 
of time and since we had no tim- 
ing light we should pull it to the 
top of the Lick Branch Hill and 
let it coast down. We pulled it 
back there with my car and Paul 
jumped up and sat on the fender 
with his legs hanging down into 
the engine compartment. Larry 
turned it loose and down the hill 
they went with his head out the 
window and Paul turning the dis- 
tributor trying to get it right. I fol- 
lowed in my car and about half 
way down the hill we met State 



Trooper Alonzo Hensley. We 
knew that we were in for a good 
chewing from him or worse. He 
turned and followed us to the bot- 
tom and said that he was not in- 
terested in any explanations. He 
just wanted us off the road and to 
never see us doing anything like 
that again. We did finally get it 
going. We had many laughs about 
that for some time. We were all 
young and had life and the world 
before us we thought. It is good 
to look back on those years and 
to remember the good things that 
we experienced. As has been said 
in song “We were poor but didn’t 
know it.” 

In the fall of 1965, there were 
news reports on TV about a battle 
between American and North 
Vietnamese troops in the la Drang 
Valley in Vietnam. I became more 
interested in what was happening 
and looked at a map in geogra- 
phy class to find Vietnam. We 
began discussing the news in Mr. 
Johnson’s history class and he 
told us of his experiences in 
World War II. At the end of 1965, 
there were 181,000 American 
troops in Vietnam and casualties 
mounted as more combat duties 
were taken over from the Army 
of the Republic of Vietnam 
(ARVN) troops. I began to cut out 
newspaper clippings about the 
war. Paul had been attending ser- 
vices that summer and fall at the 
church where Brother Arlie 
Nickell was pastor. He was con- 
verted, baptized and became a 
member and he invited everyone 
to go with him. I went a couple 
of times but did not pay much at- 
tention to what was said. Paul was 
a strong believer and a positive 
Christian example for his friends. 
The spring of 1966 passed un- 
eventfully and he graduated in 
May. We both worked that sum- 
mer at various jobs and saw little 
of each other. He enrolled at 
Mayo Vocational School in the 
fall and I began my senior year 
of high school. By then the war 
began to dominate the evening 
news. By the end of the year an- 
other 6,053 Americans had died 
in Vietnam. I began to wonder 
about what we were trying to ac- 
complish there and started to read 
what I could find about that far 
away place and its people. 

The French became involved 
in Indochina in the 17th Century 
when priests went there to con- 
vert the people to Christianity. 
French government officials be- 
lieved that Vietnam’s three great 
rivers might allow a more direct 
trade route to China. They did not 
find a route but were in Indochina 
to stay. The French built roads, 
railroads and seaports, not to help 
the Vietnamese people but to ex- 
ploit their natural resources. Sev- 
eral clandestine groups began to 
resist the French but were never 
able to unite under a single leader. 
Ho Chi Minh, a member of the 
Communist Party since 1920, at- 
tempted two uprisings in the 
1930’s but failed to overthrow the 
French. He escaped the country 
and waited for another chance to 
free his people from colonial rule. 
During World War II the Japanese 
occupied the coastal regions of 
Indochina and used vast amounts 
of natural resources to support 
their war effort. After Japan’s de- 
feat Ho Chi Minh set up a provi- 
sional government in Hanoi and 
proclaimed a republic on Septem- 



ber 2, 1945. He tried unsuccess- 
fully to get the United States to 
recognize it. France wanted to 
keep Vietnam as a colony so we 
eventually sided with our ally 
from World War II, providing 
weapons and supplies. The 
United States spent nearly one 
billion dollars supporting the 
French between 1946 and 1954. 
Hostilities broke out between 
France and Ho’s Viet Minh free- 
dom fighters in November 1946. 
By 1954 the French had lost 

95,000 soldiers killed in action. 

They were dealt a massive de- 
feat at the fortress of Dien Bien 
Phu after a bitter fight in the 
spring of 1954. The eight years 
of fighting and heavy casualties 
finally turned the French public 
against the war. The people clam- 
ored for an end to the fighting and 
their government began with- 
drawing troops and planning to 
leave Vietnam for good. The Viet 
Minh leaders believed that they 
had to continue to inflict as many 
casualties as possible to insure 
France’s complete abandonment 
of the war. On June 24, 1954, the 
French post at An Khe was aban- 
doned by the 3,200 man French 
Group Mobile 100. They began 
marching along Route 19 through 
the Central Highlands toward a 
fortified post at Pleiku. The long 
spread out column was ambushed 
by North Vietnamese forces about 
10 miles west of An Khe and over 
1,500 French soldiers were killed. 
Many became prisoners and died 
on the long marches to POW 
camps in Laos and North Viet- 
nam. The French Indochina War 
officially ended 20 July 1954 and 
things were fairly quiet until 
1956. 

American involvement offi- 
cially began with military advi- 
sors in 1959 and ended in 1975. 
The first U.S. servicemen ofthe 
Vietnam era (1959-1975) killed 
were Major Dale Buis and Sgt. 
Chester Ovnand (listed on the 
Wall) on 8 July 1959. Earlier, in 
1946, an American OSS team 
parachuted into the northern part 
of the country near Ho’s camp 
and treated him for malaria and 
dysentery. They supplied his Viet 
Minh fighters with weapons and 
training. Another team led by Lt. 
Col. Peter Dewey parachuted into 
the southern part to free Ameri- 
can POW’s that had been held by 
Japan and to search for MIA’s 
from World War II. They also 
were to gather intelligence about 
the country and political condi- 
tions. Col. Dewey was “acciden- 
tally” shot and killed 26 Septem- 
ber 1946 in a Viet Minh (later 
called Viet Cong) ambush. His 
reports to his superiors advised 
that America should clear out of 
Southeast Asia and have no fur- 
ther involvement. Captain James 
E. McGovern was shot down and 
killed while delivering supplies to 
the French at Dien Bien Phu in 
1954. Their deaths were not offi- 
cial and are not listed on the Viet- 
nam Wall. The last American 
killed “in country” was Marine 
Corporal Charles McMahon Jr. 
29 April 1975. On May 13th 41 
U.S. Air Force personnel and 
Marines were killed while recap- 
turing the container ship USS 
Mayaguez and rescuing her 39 
man crew. The ship had been cap- 
tured by Cambodian Communists 
in the Gulf of Siam on the 12th. 
These 41 are listed on the Viet- 
nam Wall. In between the first and 
last are the names of 58,223 ser- 
vice men and women that lost 
their lives during our sixteen 
years of involvement in Vietnam. 
North Vietnamese General Vo 
Nguyen Giap said that “We are 
prepared to fight fifty years re- 
gardless of cost until final vic- 
tory.” 

He felt that no price was too 
high as long as he could ravage 
American forces. He measured 
the situation not by his casualties 
but by “The traffic in homebound 
American coffins.” 

After graduating in 1967, I 
worked that summer on the right- 
of-way crew for Mountain Rural 
Telephone and enrolled in diesel 
mechanics at Mayo in the fall. By 
year’s end another 1 1 ,058 Ameri- 
cans had died in Vietnam. I was 
not ready for school I suppose so 
I withdrew in the spring of 1968. 
My dad said, “If you do not stay 
in school, do you know what will 
happen?” I did not understand 
why my parents were so disturbed 
by the nightly news. I took a job 
at Fred Rose’s City Auto Parts 
and remained unconcerned about 
events in Southeast Asia. In April 
another friend, Roger Melczek, 
was killed while serving with the 
Marines in Vietnam and I just 
could not bring myself to attend 
his funeral. I finally visited his 
grave a few years ago. I did not 
see Paul very often during that 
time period. We both agreed that 



we would probably be in the ser- 
vice in a few months. We ex- 
pected it and there was never any 
discussion of leaving the country 
or finding ways to avoid it. Paul 
graduated from Mayo in the 
spring and received his draft no- 
tice soon after and was inducted 
into the U.S. Army at Ashland on 
10 July 1968. In September, Ma- 
rine Michael Sowards of Ezel 
died from wounds received in 
Vietnam and suddenly the war 
became a reality for the young 
men of Morgan County. 

I received a letter from Paul in 
September after he had finished 
basic training and arrived at Ft. 
Jackson, South Carolina for 
(AIT) Advanced Individual 
Training. He had been assigned 
MOS (Military Occupational 
Specialty) 1 IB 10, infantry. He 
said, “You know where I am 
headed, the land of little people 
with big guns.” He said, “I am 
doing a lot of push ups for joking 
around. I just laugh and do some 
more.” He came home on leave 
in November to be married to 
Nila Tyree and asked me to be his 
best man. The wedding was held 
at the Bethany Baptist Church on 
November 22, 1968. 1 did not re- 
alize at the time what an honor 
that was and what friends we truly 
were. He came up to our house a 
few nights before leaving for de- 
ployment to Vietnam and visited 
and talked for quiet awhile. I can 
look back now and see that was 
special also for him to give part 
of his limited time for us. He said, 
“A year is a long time over there 
and I don’t know if I could kill 
someone or not. Let’s promise to 
not volunteer for anything and 
take what the Army gives us.” It 
was too late for him as he had 
been “volunteered” already so I 
know he was thinking of me. I 
had received my notice to report 
for examination for the Army a 
few days before and was to go in 
January. I gave him a Praying 
Hands medallion to take with him 
and then walked to the car with 
him as he left. 

We shook hands and I told him 
that I would see him around and 
watched as the lights of his car 
faded in the distance. When I 
went back in my mom had been 
crying and had a worried look. 
She said, “I have a bad feeling 
about Paul.” I have often wished 
that I had hugged him and told 
him what a good friend he was, 
but I did not. I have let many op- 
portunities pass when I should 
have said or done something be- 
fore it was too late. 

The year 1968 had been an- 
other year of tragedy and shock 
for America. In January, the Tet 
Offensive had taken place in Viet- 
nam. Over 100 towns and villages 
were attacked simultaneously by 

70,000 NVA and Viet Cong 
troops. They were beaten militar- 
ily but the American public felt 
that if they were capable of an 
attack that large at that point in 
the war we had made little or no 
progress. Anti-war protesters be- 
came more verbal and gained 



more supporters. Violence and 
turmoil from the war and racial 
unrest became a common sight on 
TV at night. On March 31, Presi- 
dent Johnson announced that he 
would not seek reelection and 
would not accept the nomination 
by the Democratic Party. April 
brought the assassination of Mar- 
tin Luther King, and in June 
Bobby Kennedy. At the Demo- 
cratic Convention in Chicago in 
August, police and protesters 
battled in the streets and the 
events were viewed all across 
America on the nightly news. It 
appeared that the America we 
knew and loved was coming 
apart. These events as much as 
anything galvanized the anti-war 
movement and brought on board 
thousands more protesters. The 
American public and politicians 
began to turn their backs on the 
war and even worse, the warriors. 
Richard Nixon was elected to the 
presidency in November and 
promised a “peace with honor.” 
In Vietnam, another 16,511 young 
Americans had died by the end 
of the year. At last the year came 
to and end with hopes for a better 
1969. 

Paul arrived in Vietnam (in 
country) on 7 December 1968 at 
Tan Son Nhut Airbase. He pro- 
cessed in at the 90th Replacement 
Battalion at Long Binh and was 
assigned to C “Charley” Com- 
pany, 1st Battalion, 5th Cavalry 
Regiment, 1st Cavalry Division 
Airmobile. Long Binh was a ma- 
jor support, logistics and mainte- 
nance base. The Division had ar- 
rived in country in July 1965 and 
the 7th Regiment met the North 
Vietnamese in battle in the la 
Drang Valley that November. The 
7th, commanded by Lt. Col. Hal 
Moore, successfully battled a 
force of 4,000 NVA regulars and 
Viet Cong troops for three des- 
perate days. Casualties were high 
but the American people contin- 
ued to support the war effort. 

At the Replacement Depot, 
known as the “Repo Depo, or 
Repple Depple” by GIs, new 
troops were issued jungle fa- 
tigues, jungle boots, an M-2 steel 
helmet with liner and camouflage 
cover, flak jacket (armored vest) 
poncho, ammo pouches, web belt 
and an M-16, 5.S6 mm rifle.

Round Bale Silage - A Viable 
Forage Option for Morgan County 




With the spring hay season 
upon us, it is appropriate to dis- 
cuss round bale silage as an op- 
tion for harvesting Kentucky for- 
ages. Producers have been put- 
ting up round bale silage for a few 
years now in an effort to over- 
come the less-than desirable hay 
curing weather this time of year. 
Round bale silage offers many 
benefits for a relatively low capi- 
tal investment. 

Wet springs make it challeng- 
ing to put up conventionally har- 
vested hay without it getting wet 
in the field. With round bale si- 
lage, producers often mow the 
hay one day and bale/wrap it 
within 24 hours. With this timely 
harvest, curing losses and the risk 
of rain damage decrease consid- 
erably. Since round bale silage is 
put up at much higher moisture 
level (approximately 45% - 
65%), shatter loss is much lower 
than conventional hay harvest. 
This is especially important with 
legume forages such as alfalfa 
and clover. 

Round bale silage has also 
helped many producers address 
hay storage issues. It is no secret 
that hay stored outside on the 
ground will suffer hefty dry mat- 



ter losses before it is fed. UK re- 
search has shown that hay stored 
this way from May to December 
will lose approximately 18% of 
dry matter. This is on top of the 
relative decrease in digestibility 
of the forage that one would ex- 
pect during the same time period. 
However, with round bale silage, 
digestibility has been shown to 
remain constant during this stor- 
age period and dry matter losses 
were virtually non-existent. 

Making round bale silage 
doesn’t require a lot of extra 
equipment. Most Kentucky pro- 
ducers already own a mower, 
rake, and hay baler. The only 
other equipment needed is some 
form of bale wrapper. Although 
most late model balers will 
handle high moisture forages, 
some of the older models will not. 
There are kits available to aid in 
baling this wet forage and de- 
pending on the make and model 
of the baler, these might be a ne- 
cessity. Assuming the baler will 
handle this high moisture forage, 
the only other consideration is to 
use a plastic or untreated sisal 
twine or net wrap. Avoid the 
treated sisal twine due to the fact 
that the chemical preservatives 



can cause the plastic wrap to pre- 
maturely degrade. 

There are a variety of differ- 
ent bale wrappers on the market. 
Common types are the individual 
bale wrappers and the in-line bale 
wrappers. They both have their 
advantages and the best type for 
a particular operation will depend 
on the amount of forage harvested 
each year and relative storage and 
feeding locations. The cost of 
these bale wrappers range from 
around $5,000 for a basic single 
bale wrapper to over $20,000 for 
some of the in-line wrapping ma- 
chines. For producers interested 
in trying round bale silage for the 
first time, many forage equipment 
dealers and farm supply stores 
rent bale wrapping machines. 
Depending on the area, there are 
also some custom operators do- 
ing this around the state. Along 
with the wrapping machine, pro- 
ducers will also have to purchase 
the plastic. There are different 
colors and brands of plastics 
available at a cost of about $2.50 
per bale. The white plastic film 
containing a UV inhibitor is rec- 
ommended in Kentucky. 

As with all practices, some 
disadvantages are present as well. 
These high moisture bales are 
much heavier than their conven- 
tional counterparts with some 
bales weighing nearly a ton. This 
additional weight may lead to 
larger tractor requirements to 
safely feed the

At that time 1st Cavalry 
was located in III Corps region 
of South Vietnam. It covered 
the southern end of the coun- 
try up to the provinces of 
Phuoc Long, Long Khanh and 
Binh Tuy. Saigon and most of 
the Mekong Delta was in- 
cluded. The Division had re- 
located to the area in October 
1968 to head off possible at- 
tacks on Saigon. They operated 
along the Cambodian border at 
Quan Loi and Tay Ninh 
through the spring of 1969. 
Paul’s regiment was located in 
the Tay Ninh area when he ar- 
rived in December 1969. Most 
replacements were airlifted 
from the replacement center to 
distant or remote duty stations 
by the familiar Bell UH-1 util- 
ity helicopter known as a Slick 
or Huey. 

The GI’s North Vietnamese 
counterpart joined the People’s 
Army for however long it took 
to win the war. They were in- 
stilled with Ho Chi Minh’s be- 
lief that “Nothing is more pre- 
cious than freedom and inde- 
pendence.” Their recruits were 
given two khaki uniforms, Ho 
Chi Minh sandals made from 
used tires, and a sewing kit. 
They were armed with a vari- 
ety of weapons from different 
communist countries. They 
had thirteen weeks of weapons 
and tactics training laced with 
many hours of the whys of the 
war by political commissars. 
Each recruit had advanced 
training in explosives, ambush 
tactics, camouflage, reconnais- 
sance and patrol methods. 
They were trained to fire on 
full automatic in front of in- 
coming helicopters and air- 
planes so the aircraft would fly 
into a “wall” of fire. They un- 
derwent weeks of rigorous 
physical conditioning. Most 
carried seven days’ rations and 
a few personal items. Nearly 
all carried a diary or small note 
book to write down songs, po- 
ems and personal thoughts. 
Snapshots of loved ones were 
carried in the book securely 
wrapped in plastic. Lt. Colo- 
nel Hal Moore, 1st Cavalry, 
stated, “Death is the price you 
pay for underestimating this te-

nacious enemy.” 

Vietnam consists of three ma- 
jor regions. In the north lies the 
Red River Delta and lowlands. 
The river is so named because of 
the red mud carried down from 
the mountains into the lowland 
area. Hanoi, the capital city, lies 
along the banks of the Red River. 
In the south lies the Mekong 
Delta and flat southern tip of the 
country. The Mekong River be- 
gins in China and flows through 
Thailand and Cambodia then 
splits into nine smaller tributar- 
ies when it reaches Vietnam. The 
Delta is wide, flat, swampy and 
full of rich fertile soil well suited 
for farming. Nearly two thirds of 
the population lives in the delta 
regions. The majority of 
Vietnam’s rice crop is grown in 
the two delta regions although it 
is grown throughout the country 
on a smaller scale. The Annamila 
Chain (Central Mountains) makes 
up the middle section, running 
from the Chinese border in the 
north to just above the Mekong 
Delta in the south. 

The Central Highlands form a 
large plateau in the middle of the 
country from the mountains to the 
coast. Much of the country, 86%, 
is covered by dense vegetation 
growth with 47% of that being 
dense jungle growth. The Central 
Highlands are covered with for- 
ests, scrub brush, and thick el- 
ephant grass as tall as a man. 
There are two seasons, hot and 
wet May through September and 
hot and dry October through 
March. The north and mountain 
areas have somewhat cooler tem- 
peratures and are less populated. 
The rainy season dumps up to 120 
inches of rain on some parts of 
the country annually. 

1st Lt. William Hardwick, 
USMC, said that Vietnam was 
very beautiful from the air. Along 
the coast of the Gulf of Tonkin 
and South China Sea were white 



beaches and shimmering blue 
water. Inland were mountains and 
plateaus and the delta area all in 
different shades of green and 
brown. Once on the ground, GI’s 
found the dense, dark jungles and 
forested land to be forbidding ter- 
ritory. In some places the vegeta- 
tion was so thick and the trees so 
tall and intertwined that sunlight 
could not reach the jungle floor. 
The jungles were wet, hot and 
filled with the smells of molding, 
rotting vegetation and putrid 
streams. The sub-tropical climate 
and abundance of water was an 
ideal environment for many spe- 
cies of poisonous and nonpoison- 
ous snakes, monkeys, lizards, 
wild boars, otters, tigers, pan- 
thers, birds and insects. The 
creeping, crawling, slithering 
creatures were a constant menace 
to the American GI. In addition 
to nature, the enemy devised 
countless snares and traps that 
killed and maimed thousands of 
young Americans. The terrain 
was well suited for the defender 
but could be a pure nightmare for 
the attacker. The Viet Cong and 
NVA troops had been fighting for 
many years and were well expe- 
rienced. They could break off 
from a fight, move into a border- 
ing country and could not be le- 
gally pursued by our forces. They 
were a determined enemy and 
prepared to stay the course for as 
long as it took. 

January arrived and I waited 
to go to Ashland to be examined 
for the service. I was riding 
around with Lowell Kennard on 
Friday January 10th and as we 
were turning at Black’s Market 
Paul’s sister-in-law, Shirley, 
pulled in. I knew that something 
was wrong as soon as I saw her. 
She said that Paul’s parents had 
been notified he was missing in 
action and were waiting for more 
information. I remember feeling 
numb but wanted to believe that 
it was a mistake and everything 
would turn out ok. Lowell said 
not to worry, “He will turn up.” I 
wanted to believe him but was 
worried anyway. Lowell had 
taken part in several military fu- 
nerals while in the service and 
probably knew what to expect. 

Shirley called the next day and 
said that the family had been no- 
tified that Paul had been killed in 
action on the 9th, thirty two days 
after arriving in country. No other 
details were available at that time. 
I had a sick feeling and left the 
house without telling my mother. 
I don’t remember much about the 
week before he arrived home. My 
parents continued to watch the 
nightly news, which seemed to be 
dominated by the war in Vietnam. 
Casualty rates climbed higher and 
they appeared to worry more as 
my examination date drew nearer. 
They wanted me to re-enter 
school but I was not interested. I 
failed the first exam because of a 
rapid heartbeat and was re-exam- 
ined again later. The doctor said 
I probably would not survive long 
in the Army anyway so I was told 
to go home and prepare for induc- 
tion. 

The 1st Cavalry Division 
made constant thrusts against 
North Vietnamese positions along 
the Cambodian border in Decem- 
ber 1968 and January 1969. The 
area was known as the “Fish- 
hook” where the border jutted 
sharply into South Vietnam. The 
area varied from raised and hilly 
to rugged jungle and swamps in- 
termixed with light forests and 
grassy fields. Paul’s company 
was involved in a firefight with 
NVA forces on 7 January 1969 
just thirty days after he arrived in 
country. The Division was in- 
volved in Operation Toan Thang 
(Rock Crusher). Charlie Com- 
pany was back on patrol on 9 
January with other units of 1st 
Battalion. They air assaulted in by 
helicopter and began working 
their way along a jungle trail 
through an old bunker system. An 
NVA soldier was spotted up the 
trail aiming an RPG (Rocket Pro- 
pelled Grenade) at them. He fired 
and the explosion wounded the 
point man (lead man in the col- 
umn). He was patched up and 
went to the rear of the column. 
The next man in line took over 
and they moved about 200 meters 
along the trail and crossed a small 
creek. Another NVA was spotted 
but ran off when fired on. 

At this time Paul was moved 
to the point position and the col- 
umn began moving through an- 
other old bunker system, check- 
ing them as they went. The trail 
turned uphill at that point. All was 
quiet in the thick vegetation along 
both sides of the trail. Suddenly 
they began taking heavy auto- 
matic weapons fire and Paul was 
down in the middle of the trail. 
Two B-40 rockets were fired as 
the rest of the platoon moved into 
the growth along the trail for flank 



security. They worked their way 
up until they were even with Paul 
but saw no movement from him. 
The NVA kept up a steady fire 
from a machine gun located 
somewhere up the trail. The pla- 
toon machine gunner and assis- 
tant were hit and moved to the 
rear. Another GI took over and 
was hit also. Every time someone 
moved they were hit from enemy 
positions in the thick vegetation. 

The platoon leader was hit and 
treated by the medic. John, a boy 
from Eastern Kentucky, moved to 
the left side of the trail with his 
M-60 machine gun and joined 
eight other platoon members. The 
Forward Artillery Observer was 
hit and the medic went to his aid. 
The vegetation was so thick they 
could never tell where the fire was 
coming from. John moved the M- 
60 back to the right side of the 
trail to try for a better position. 
By that time they had suffered 
seven casualties and remained 
pinned down by intense fire. An- 
other burst of fire caught Juan the 
medic, in his arm and another 
trooper, “Snuffy,” was hit four 
times in the thigh and bled to 
death. John continued to fire up- 
hill in the direction of the enemy. 
Another burst caught Juan in the 
head, killing him. The wounded 
FO called in an air strike by ARA 
(aerial rocket artillery) choppers 
but the beleaguered unit remained 
pinned down. About 17:30 he 
called for a strike by aircraft. 
When the jets came in, John fired 
up the trail as the others withdrew. 
Two 250 lb. high explosive 
bombs were dropped and every- 
one knew the next would be na- 
palm (jelled gasoline). The FO 
had thrown a smoke grenade and 
called for the napalm to be 
dropped 200 meters in front of it. 
Instead it was dropped 20 meters 
in front of their position. John 
said that he could not breathe as 
the intense fire consumed all of 
the oxygen in the area. The FO 
was burned and John received 
burns on his arm as he tried to put 
the fire out on the FO. They 
pulled back at 1800 hours and 
were at their Forward Observa- 
tion Base by dark. Paul, “Snuffy” 
and the wounded were brought 
out but they could not reach Juan 
the medic. More artillery and air 
strikes were called in on the hill- 
top. 

The next morning, Friday the 
10th, Alpha Company returned to 
the hill and met intense fire. More 
air strikes were called and the hill 
was secured. Charley Company 
returned and recovered Juan. The 
Chaplain held a memorial service 
later that day for the three KIA’s. 
Casualties were flown to a col- 
lection center then on to the U.S. 
Mortuary Center at Tan Son Nhut 
Airbase. Only 47% of Vietnam 
KIA’s were wearing “dog tags” or 
carrying an ID card and less than 
10% had clothing properly 
marked with name and service 
number. Paul was wearing both 
tags and carrying his ID card. 
Personal effects were collected at 
company level and delivered to 
the Personal Effects Center at Tan 
Son Nhut for processing and ship- 
ment to next of kin. John said that 
“We Charley Alphaed” out of 
there so the B-52’s could com- 
pletely destroy the hilltop. I was 
never so glad to get out of an 
area.” 

I know that God was with Paul 



that day as he began his eternal 
life in a place free from pain and 
suffering. Three 1st Cavalry 
Troopers died that day along a fire 
scorched jungle trail on a hilltop 
thousands of miles from home. 
They died in a place that we had 
never heard of just a few years 
before. The medic, Specialist 4th 
Class Juan Bauza-Perez, age 21, 
of Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, and 
Pfc. Wilbur J. “Snuffy” Siegrist, 
age 19, of Johnstown, Pennsylva- 
nia. The third was my friend, Pfc. 
Ralph Paul Terry, age 21 , of Can- 
nel City, Kentucky. Juan and 
“Snuffy” had arrived at the unit 
on the same day as Paul. Four 
other troopers from the 5th died 
that day in the area. All were 
young and just beginning to live 
life. It is not known how many 
young men died on the other side 
for a cause that they believed in. 

U.S. Air Force Sgt. Phillip 
Terry, Paul’s brother, was sta- 
tioned at the U. S. Airbase at 
Udorn, Thailand, with the 432nd 
Transportation Squadron. He had 
just finished a twelve month tour 
and was ready to return to the 
States. He was called to the or- 
derly room and informed that 
Paul was missing. About seven 
hours later he was told that the 
missing status had been changed 
to KIA. He received new orders 
to report to the U.S. Army Per- 
sonnel Center, Oakland Army 
Base, California, to escort Paul 
home. Paul left the U.S. Mortu- 
ary at Tan Son Nhut, South Viet- 
nam, on 14 January, arrived at 
Travis Air Force Base, Oakland, 
California, the next day. Phillip 
and Paul left San Francisco at 
1:30 a.m. 17 January on Ameri- 
can Airlines Flight 34 and flew 
to Louisville, Ky. Phillip said that 
he was heckled by people at the 
airport when they saw his uni- 
form. He was not allowed to leave 
Paul’s casket without a guard and 
could not get any security person- 
nel to relieve him for a few min- 
utes. That was the mood of our 
country during those final years 
of the war. They arrived at Hun- 
tington, West Virginia, via East- 
ern Airlines Flight 622 at 3:37 
p.m. Mr. H.D. Potter of Potter Fu- 
neral Home signed for the re- 
mains and escorted Paul and 
Phillip back to West Liberty. Visi- 
tation was held on Saturday. 
About all I seem to remember is 
the large crowd and having a 
smothered feeling and wanting to 
get away as soon as I could. When 
I made my way to the casket at 
first I did not think that it was re- 
ally Paul. I still wanted to believe 
a mistake had been made but it 
was not to be. His funeral was 
held the next day at the Bethany 
Baptist Church. Less than two 
months before I had been there in 
happier times as his best man. I 
rode to the funeral with Jimmy 
Cantrell but only remember the 
large crowd, which included a 14 
member U.S. Army Honor Guard 
from Fort Knox. An article in the 
Licking Valley Courier stated 400 
and 200 going with him to the 
cemetery at Stacy Fork. The day 
was cold and dreary as we as- 
sembled there. The 21 gun salute 
from the honor guard suddenly 
shattered the stillness. 

The mournful sound of taps 
echoed across the hills and val- 
leys, adding to the already som- 
ber mood. My friend had gone off 
to a foreign soil and given his life 



in an unpopular war. His earthly 
remains were home but his soul 
was safe with God. He awaits us 
there in the place he believed in 
and encouraged his classmates, 
friends and family to believe in. I 
did not visit his grave until many 
years later. On that visit my 
mother gave me a flower and said 
“This is for Paul.” 

I entered the U.S. Army in 
May 1969 and by then understood 
why my parents were so worried 
about my future. I, like Paul, did 
a lot of push ups in basic training 
at Fort Knox. My DI (drill in- 
structor) Sgt. John T. Booker was 
not much for joking either. After 
basic I was sent to Fort Lee, Vir- 
ginia, and assigned to weapons 
repair classes. My last two weeks 
there were spent in several Ori- 
entation to Southeast Asia 
courses. I learned what wild crea- 
tures that I could and could not 
eat and other things about the area 
considered useful by my superi- 
ors. It appeared that I was going 
on an all expense paid vacation 
to Paul’s “Land of the little people 
with big guns.” At the last minute, 
I was given orders for shipment 
to somewhere in Europe. I never 
found out why as the Army was 
not very free with information 
concerning its personnel. Just be- 
fore I left, Paul’s wife, Nila, sent 
me the Praying Hands medallion 
that I had given him the last time 
that I saw him. It was among his 
personal effects sent to her. I still 
have it with his letter and count it 
as a treasured possession. In Oc- 
tober 1969 while in Germany, I 
received a letter from my mom 
telling me that another friend, 
Dickie Penix, had died from in- 
juries received in Vietnam earlier 
that year. In the spring of 1970, 
the incident at Kent State Univer- 
sity between anti-war protesters 
and National Guardsmen resulted 
in the deaths of four students. I 
was discharged at Ft. Dix, New 
Jersey, in the spring of 1971 after 
18 uneventful months repairing 
weapons in Wurzburg, Germany. 
The country continued to be torn 
by anti-war protests and draft card 
burnings. While walking through 
the airport at Pittsburgh some 
people made foul remarks and 
hand gestures at me. I suppose at 
that time just the sight of a uni- 
form was enough to cause such a 
reaction. I visited the Vietnam 
Wall in 1982 and found Paul’s 
name listed at Panel 35 W, Line 
062. His information page lists 
him as a casualty in the Phouc 
Long Province. I recently visited 
his parents’ home for the first time 
since 1969 and his mother said, 
“I am glad that you came.” I did 
not serve in Vietnam (I still don’t 
know if I am fortunate or not) and 
only know what I have read and 
been told by people that were 
there. I do know that the return- 
ing veterans of the Vietnam War 
were shunned by most of the 
American people and abandoned 
by the politicians that sent them 
off to war. I want to make known 
the sacrifices that men from Mor- 
gan County made in all wars. 

Millions of veterans of the 
“Cold War” and peacetime eras 
did their duty also but get little 
recognition. No veteran should 
ever be forgotten; all made sacri- 
fices in some way. 

We may not agree with poli- 
cies set by our leaders and in- 
volvement in the current war but 
we should never blame or turn our 
backs on our service men and 
women. Lt. Colonel (later Lt. 
General) Hal Moore said, “Hate 
the war but love the warrior.” 
Thirty-seven years have passed 
since Paul died. He could have 
avoided going to Vietnam be- 
cause his brother, Phillip, was al- 
ready serving in the war zone. He 
felt that is was his duty and did 
not try to avoid going. At times I 
hear songs from the 60 ’s and they 
bring back memories, some good 
some bad, from the days of our 
youth. I will always remember 
him as a good natured, fun lov- 
ing, fine Christian young man, but 
most of all a true friend. As Gen- 
eral Moore stated about our gen- 
eration, “We were soldiers once 
and young”. 

“If you are able, save for them 
a place inside of you and save one 
backward glance when you are 
leaving for the places they can no 
longer go. 

“Be not ashamed to say you 
loved them, though you may or 
may not have always. Take what 
they have taught you with their 
dying and keep it with your own. 

“And in time when men decide 
and feel safe to call war insane, 
take one moment to embrace 
those gentle heroes you left be- 
hind. ”

wins 15th Region title 



Nickell, McKenzie and 
May capture regional 
titles; state play today

The MCHS girls’ tennis team 
pulled off a sweep in the 15th 
Regional Tennis Tournament 
winning the singles, doubles and 
team titles last Friday night in 
Prestonsburg. 

Morgan finished with eight 
team points, earning the right for 
the entire team to advance to the 
Fifth Third/KHS AA State Tennis 
Tournament. This is the third re- 
gional title for the girls’ tennis 
team, not the second as was pre- 
viously reported. The team won 
the 11th region title (before re- 
alignment) in 1999 and also in 
1994, when they went on to fin- 
ish as team runner-up in the state 
tournament. 

Prestonsburg finished as team 
runner-up with six points. 

Senior Alii Nickell capped off 
her undefeated season with her 
first regional singles title. She 
easily defeated Tiffany Smith, of 
Prestonsburg, 6-1, 6-0. The one 
game lost in the first set was the 
only one Nickell gave up the en- 
tire tournament. Early that day, 
Nickell defeated Shilpa 

Sachdeva, of Pikeville, 6-0, 6-0 
in the semifinals. 

Eighth grader Emily 

McKenzie and sophomore Lacy 
May defended their regional 
doubles title by defeating Amy 
Coldiron and Amelia Watkins, of 
Magoffin County, 6-2, 6-3 in the 
finals. This was a rematch of the 
2005 finals and has become one 
of the 15th region’s biggest 
rivalrys, as McKenzie and May 
have taken the title over Coldiron 
and Watkins two years in a row. 

McKenzie and May advanced 
to the finals after winning the fi- 
nal two games of their suspended 
semifinal match from the day 
before with Howard and 
McCarty, also of Magoffin 
County. The final score was 6-0, 
6 - 2 . 

Nickell, McKenzie and May 
were all named to the All-Region 
Team.

INSPECTION PERIOD 



For The Property Tax Assessment Roll 



The Morgan County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from May 22 
through June 6, 2006. Under the supervision of the property valuation administrator or 
one of the deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1 , 2006 assessment on which state, county and school taxes for 
2006 will be due about September 1 5, 2006. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the county court- 
house and may be inspected between the hours 8:00 am to 4:00 pm, weekdays, Saturday 
by appointment. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the PVA must 
first request a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The conference may be 
held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference 
with the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment ap- 
peals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other 
written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and stating the 
taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office or PVA no later than one work day 
following the conclusion of the inspection period or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to 
appear before the board, either in person or by designated representative, will not be 
eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall NOT be made to the county board of 
assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice under the provi- 
sions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal rights granted under the 
provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the assessed 
value of personal property as determined by the office of property valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair cash 
value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, Office of 
Property Valuation within 30 days from the date of the notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the Kentucky 
Board of Tax Appeals.

Security 

Service Choices for Blind 
Or Deaf Applicants 
By Bernard O’Nan 

About 28 million Americans 
are deaf or hard of hearing, and 
more than 8 million are blind or 
visually impaired. Many of these 
individuals are older Americans 
and over the next 30 years, as the 



baby-boomer generation ages, 
the number of adults who are vi- 
sually impaired or who are hard 
of hearing is expected to grow 
substantially. 

That is why Social Security is 
at the forefront of government 
agencies working to make all in- 
formation and services available 
to these individuals. 

For the deaf and hard of 
hearing 

Deaf and hard of hearing in- 
dividuals are encouraged to visit 
Social Security’s website at 
www.socialsecurity.gov to file 
for benefits or to find informa- 
tion about a wide range of So- 



cial Security topics. 

People who are deaf or hard of 
hearing also can call Social Secu- 
rity at its TTY number, 1-800- 
325-0778. They can ask for infor- 
mation, or may immediately file 
for retirement, survivors and 
Medicare benefits without an ap- 
pointment using a TTY/TDD ma- 
chine. This service is available 
from Monday through Friday, 7 
a.m. to 7 p.m. Callers applying for 
benefits should have certain docu- 
ments in hand, such as their birth 
certificate, most recent W-2, mili- 
tary service and bank account in- 
formation. The paperwork com- 
pleted by TTY/TDD during the 
initial contact will be mailed to the 
applicant for review and a signa- 
ture. The applicant may return the 
printed claim by mail or in per- 
son at his or her local Social Se- 
curity office. Along with the 
signed form, Social Security also 
needs certain documents, such as 
a person’s birth certificate and 
proof of citizenship or residency 
to establish eligibility for Social 
Security benefits. An applicant 
can either mail or take these items 
to a local Social Security office. 

For the blind and visually 
impaired 

Blind or visually impaired in- 
dividuals who have personal com- 
puters with screen readers can 
access information on our 
website, www.socialsecurity.gov. 
Screen reading programs “read” 
text on the screen and convert the 
text the speech through a speech 
synthesizer or sound card. More 
detailed information about this 
capability is available at 
www. socialsecurity.gov/ 
accessibility.htm. 

Visually impaired visitors to 
our website can quickly change 
the text size on their computer to 
make the information easier to 
read. This is done through the 
“Web Eyes” plug-in, which is 
available free on the 
socialsecurity.gov homepage. 
Web Eyes can increase text size 
from 10-144 points, in two-point 
increments. 

The Social Security website 
also lists publications for blind or 
visually impaired people. Materi- 
als are available in Braille, audio 
cassette tape, disk, or enlarged 
print form. Visitors can order a 
free copy of a publication in the 
format desired while online, or by 
calling Social Security at 1-800- 
772-1213 (TTY 1-800-325-0778).
